London.—“The Labor party last 
week heard Right Hon. L. CG, M. 
Amery, secretary of state for the do- 
minions, answer a question regarding 
the constitutional difficulty in Canada 
to its satisfaction, and I feel that.he 
expressed the attitude of every party 
on the house.”
